Beauty tells the story of these 
possibilities; so do goodness and truth, of “the’ power to become children of 
God” (Jn. 1:12) through the attractive power of Christ’s life in the members of 
the Christian community. It draws us to the Father in Christ; it draws us to 
Christ and to individual Christians. The Father is revealed in the beauty of the 


Christ story and Christ and His Father are:revealed in both the individual and 
corporate lives of all those who participate.in its beauty. This beauty of God 
himself can be experienced and recognized through the medium of others. 
Their life stories tell us who He is and that He is beautiful. The Christmas story 
speaks to us of the beauty of God and our fellowman and the beautiful love that 
unites us. 


Beauty and happiness are related. Happiness is activity; it is to act to one’s 
Capacities. The impact of such excellence is that of beauty. The dramatic 
action of the Christ story, culminating in the Resurrection, manifests the fullest 
of human capacities in the splendor of the Risen Christ and His activities. 


Since Christ is called the ‘Word of God Made Flesh’ to express our 
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understanding of the meaning of the story which His life tells, He may be called 
the ‘Beauty of God Made Flesh’ to express the powerful attraction which the 
meaning of the story exerts on us. Our mind-set is the context of the ‘Word of 
God’; our heart-set is the context of the ‘Beauty of God.’ 


To be drawn or attracted to Christ is to experience Him as beautiful. An 
authentic Christian is a person who has found the Christ story to be beautiful, 
for beauty is the attractiveness of persons, of their lives. The authentic 
Christian recognizes and embraces the excellence of God in Christ. Beautiful 
expresses our admiration, appreciation, and affection for the person of Christ. 
Christ implies that He is the beauty of God made flesh when He affirmed that 
‘no one can come to me unless he is drawn by the Father who sent me.’ 


During the Christmas season may you be drawn more and more to the 
beauty of the Christ Child, and may the beauty of His love bring you the joy of 
this season. :

New 97th Congress includes 


record number of Catholics 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The 97th 
Congress convening in January will 
include a record 135 Catholics, 
according to a list of religious 
affiliations compiled by Christianity 
Today, an evangelical Protestant 
magazine. 


The previous record was 129 
Catholics in the House and Senate at 
the beginning of both the 95th 
Congress (1977-78) and the 96th 
Congress (1979-80). 


OF THE NET GAIN of six Catholics 
in Congress, four came in the Senate 


and two came in the House. Catholics ~ 


increased from 13 to 17 in the Senate 


. and from 116 to 118 in the House. 


There are five new Catholic 
senators: Alfonse D’Amato (R-N.Y.), 
Jeremiah Denton (R-Ala.), Christ- 
opher Dodd (D-Conn.), Frank H. 
Murkowski (R-Alaska), and Donald L. 
Nickles (R-Okla.). But one Catholic, 
Sen. John A. Durkin (D-N.H.), lost his 
bid for re-election. 


One other Catholic who was not a 
member of the Senate when the 96th 
Congress convened two years ago is 
George J. Mitchell (D-Maine). He 
replaced another Catholic, Edmund 
Muskie (D-Maine), when Muskie was 


appointed Secretary of State last 
spring. 

THE HOUSE LOST 22 of its 
Catholics either through retirement, 


defeat, or election to the Senate. But 


of the list of new House members, 24 
are Catholic. 


Catholic representation in Con- 
gress just about mirrors the percent- 
age of Catholics in the U.S. popula- 
tion. The 135 members of Congress 
comprise about 25 percent of the 
body, a percentage usually ascribed 
to U.S. Catholics in general. 


Of the 135 Catholics, 88 are 
Democrats, 46 are Republicans, and 
one—Rep. Thomas M. Foglietta of 
Philadelphia—ran as an indepen- 
dent. The 129 Catholic members of 
the 96th Congress included 103 
Democrats and 26 Republicans. 


OTHER DENOMINATIONAL tot- 
als, with figures for the 96th Congress 
in parentheses, include: Episcopalian 
72. (70), United. Methodist 71 (75), 
Presbyterian 55 (60), Baptist 55 (57),

Christmas peace not yet with us 


Blest are those persecuted for holiness’ sake; 
the relgn of God Is theirs. — The Beatitudes 


Maryknoll Sister Ita Ford. Maryknoll Sister Naura 
Clarke. Lay Missioner Jean Donovan. Ursuline Sister 
Dorothy Kazel. These were love-filled women whose 
passing (violent murders!) should not go unnoticed or 
unconsidered, especially at this Christmas season, when 
all of us are filled with “love.” 


In every age, the grace of God seems to find a few 
especially receptive hearts whose thirst for Him enables 
the person to drink deeply of the Spirit. Such individuals 
stand like beacons to inspire lesser mortals in our feeble 
efforts to know, love, and serve God and neighbor in this 
life. The four missionaries in El Salvador were such 
individuals. 


These women had not gone to El Salvador for monetary 
gain, to support a political party, or boost a private interest. 
No. They went to that strife-torn country to teach human 
dignity to our brothers and sisters who have been told they 
have no dignity. They went to attend to the wounds of 
victims of civil uprising. They went to minister to the needs 
of some of the poorest of the earth’s human family. Simply 
stated, they went to El Salvador to teach and live the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


Many have heard Christ’s call to love. Anyone who has 
read the Gospels has heard Jesus say, “Love one another, 
as | have loved you,” and “By this shall all men know you 
are my disciples, if you love one another.” 


Those very quotes become romantic slogans’on posters 
of cats and sunsets. But the Gospel romanticized does not 
change the world. 


The world is changed by an active love. Dorothy Day called _ 
it a “harsh and dreadful” love that does not seek a reward, 


in terms of payment. Jesus said, “Whoever would save his 
life will lose it, but whoever loses his life for my sake will 
find it.” 

The Church has said that action on behalf of justice is a 
constitutive dimension of her mission to preach the 
Gospel. Pope John Paul in Latin America pointedly said 
that the Church must exercise preferential love for the 
poor. Popes from Leo XIill through John XXIII, Paul VI, 
and John Paul Ii have spoken out that we. must show our 
love fer the poor, and that such love works for conditions 
of justice and dignity. 

The four missionaries in El Salvador lived lives filled with 
such love, and died because of it. 


Teaching justice in unjust societies. Teaching human 
dignity amidst human deprivation. Teaching human rights 
amidst oppression. Teaching love amidst hatred. Such 
Gospel-mandated activities have led to the shedding of 
blood of Christian martyrs in recent years, often in Latin 
America. That is, until now. The murders of the three 
Sisters and lay missioner bring social and spiritual 


— conflicts home to all Americans. 


The deaths of these women, these messengers of God’s 
love, make us aware — painfully aware — that the peace of 
the Christmas season is not yet with us. It will come with 
His kingdom. However, we must strive for peace in the 
human. family and that peace is not possible without 
justice and dignity for all members of the family. 


The four missionaries in El Salvador believed this. They 
lived for it. They died for it. What are we doing for it, this 
Christmas season?

Wants ‘ethics bureau’ 

The ABSCAM trials are big news 
recently, and one is tempted to be 
pleased that some undesirable 
elements are being eliminated from 


our political system. Unfortunately, — 


the method used to obtain the 
indictments, i.e., entrapment, is 
clearly immoral and should be 
outlawed. According to the redoubt- 
able moral principle of the double 
effect, the achievement of a good 
(indictments) via an evil (inducement 
to sin) is clearly illicit. 

In view of the huge number of 
federal agencies in existence, it is 
surprising that we do not have a 


.federal bureau of ethics. This void in 


our political system is probably not 
an oversight, but rather a tacit 
admission that either we have little 
regard for ethical principles, or we 
cannot arrive at a national consensus 
in this area. Congress recently made 
efforts at reform via an ethics 
committee. This should be extended 
to all areas of law and government to 
avoid at least some of the grave moral 
mistakes our nation makes.

During this season of Advent, the ‘Church invites and 
encourages us to prepare ourselves worthily for the 
coming of the promised Messiah. 


In addition to the four main Sunday Advent liturgies, the 
Church provides us with two important feast days of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary: the Immaculate Conception on Dec. 
8 and the feast of Our Lady of Guadalupe on Dec. 12. 


Those two feast days essentially help us reaffirm our 
devotion to our heavenly Mother. They provide us with a 
special opportunity to deepen our understanding of the 
role of Mary and how she intervenes in our daily lives. For 
the purpose of understanding her role in our lives, we shall 
rely on the teachings of the Church. 


Perhaps one of the most beautiful and precise titles 
conferred upon the Blessed Mother was that of Mother of 
Advent, i.e., Mother of preparation, for the reception of the 
promised Messiah. This title was addressed to Our Lady by 
our present Supreme Pontiff, Pope John Paul Il. Mary, 
then, is a unique model of our preparation for the coming 
of the Messiah now and also in His final coming at the end 
of time. 


In the Vatican Council, Mary is proclaimed as the Mother 
of the Church...because she is the most intimate 
associate in the new economy of salvation. Also in the 
Vatican documents, it states that Mary.now continues to 
fulfill from heaven her maternal function as the cooperator 
in the birth and development of the divine life in the 
individual souls of redeemed people. 


In his encyclical, The Great Sign, Pope Paul VI offers us 
these encouraging words: “Mary consecrated all of herself

Proclaim the incarnation to the end of time 


December 21, 1980, 4th Snap of Advent. Isaiah 
7:10-14; Romans 1:1-7; Matthew 1:18-24. 


Today’s readings speak to us of critical moments: 
Advent is almost over, and the. glory of the Lord is 
about to be revealed. Human history hangs in the 
balance, and with the impending celebration of 


Christmas, we are again reminded of the decisive - 


moment in history when the eternal Word became: 
one of us. 

Our first reading from Isaiah concerns one of 
those critical. moments. “David's -dynasty is in 


jeopardy from the Assyrian invader to the north. . 


Ahaz asks the prophet for a sign of God’s favor, and 
is told that a young woman-virgin will bear a child 
who will be named God-with-us. 


LATER GREEK TRANSLATIONS of Isaiah will 
unequivocally see this sign in an eschatological 
context, and Matthew will quote the text in its Greek 
form: the Son of the Virgin will carry on the royal 


Davidic kingship, for He is the Son of God Himself. 


St. Paul picks up this theme in our second 
reading. Jesus is the Messiah of David’s royal line. 
He is the Son of God born of woman, but ason who 
lives in a unique relationship with His Father in the 
Holy Spirit. Jesus owes His very being to the Spirit, 
which continues to vivify Him even after the cross, 
raising Him from the dead. 


The Holy Spirit confirms the kingship of Jesus in 
the Resurrection. Jesus truly is “true God and true 
man.” But the Holy Spirit also implies activity and 
mission, a vocation: Paul designates himself as 
servant and apostle, set apart for the Gospel. 


WE HAVE LIKEWISE received a vocation. in the 
Holy Spirit through baptism. Vocation imposes a 
corresponding duty, a duty to love God and 
neighbor and to preach the Gospel by the yey lives 
we lead. 


In his Gospel, Matthew repeatedly calls us to see 
the fulfillment of the Old Testament in the very 


person of Jesus. The immediacy of Isaiah’s promise - 


to Ahaz has become the finality of God’s revelation, 
His self-communication in Jesus the Christ. 


Matthew’s infancy. narrative centers on Joseph, 
and through him, links Jesus to David and Abraham. 
Jesus is the son of David despite His virginal 
conception — He is begotten of the Spirit who is also 
God. We are sons and daughters of God and sisters 
and brothers of Jesus because we, too, are begotten 
of the same Spirit through baptism, and sustained in 


-the Spirit through. the sacraments. 


WHAT THE FATHER HAS DONE in Christ—the 
Christmas event—is not a once-only thing; the 
Incarnation has already happened and can never be 
repeated, but in our Christmas observance we 
celebrate and proclaim its Peddie and 
presence.

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Petition urges U.N. intervention 


in Northern Irish hunger strike 


UNIFED NATIONS, N.Y. (NC)—A 
former prisoner in Northern Ireland, 
Francis Tomas McCann, presented to 
a United Nations official a petition 
urging U.N. intervention to end a 
hunger strike by seven prisoners in 
the Maze Prison in Northern treland. 


The seven prisoners, six of them 
alleged to be members of the 
Provisional Irish Republican Army. 
(IRA), an outlawed guerrilla organi- 
zation seeking to end British rule in 
Northern Ireland, began what they 
said was a “hunger strike to the 
death’’-on Oct. 27. to demand 
recognition as political prisoners. Itis 
now expected that one or more may 
be dead by Christmas. Three women 
at the women’s prison in Armagh, 


- Northern Ireland, joined the hunger. 


strike Dec. 1. 


McCANN, 27, who recently com- 
pleted a three-year sentence for 
alleged membership in the Provision- 
al IRA, presented the petition to a 
U.N. human rights officer, Joseph J. 
Stephanides. McCann was accom- 
panied to the meeting by Martin 
Galvin, chairman of the Irish 
Northern Aid: Committee, a New 
York-based organization which the 
Irish government accuses of aiding 
the Provisional IRA. 


- Stephanides told them the “urgen- 


cy of the situation” will be empha- 


sized in relaying the petition to U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, 
sources say. 


Kieran Prendergast, a spokesman 


for the British mission to the United 


Nations, said “the U.N. has not 
informed us Officially of the reception 


of the petition.” In Washington, a. 


British embassy official, Cyril Gray, 
said Northern Ireland is an internal

official ‘U.N. motion on McCann's 
petition can only be introduced by a 
U.N. member nation. 


- WHILE THE MEETING was under 
way, about 1,000 people who had 
been demonstrating outside_the 
British consulate in New York City 
joined in a candlelight procession to 
the U.N. building and voiced support 
for the hunger strikers’ demands. 


The prisoners are demanding to be 
allowed not to wear prison uniforms, 
free association within the prison, 


one visit and letter a week, and the 


right not to do prison work. 


Since announcing in October that 
all prisoners could wear their own 
clothes, the British government has 
refused to.grant any further modifica- 
tion of its refusal, made in 1976, to 


grant political prisoner.status to any 


prisoners convicted in Northern 


‘Ireland. British Prime Minister 


Margaret Thatcher has vowed that 
the government will not give in to the 


hunger strikers’ demands. 


IN A SIMILAR CASE decided 
earlier this year, the European Court 
on Human Rights upheld Britain’s 
position that the prisoners are not 
entitled to treatment as special 
political prisoners, but the court 
criticized Britain’s treatment of some 
Northern Irish prisoners. 


Six Catholic bishops with jurisdic- 


tion in Northern Ireland have urged 
.the prisoners to end the hunger strike 


and also appealed to prison authori- 
ties to avert a tragedy by seeking new 
ways to exercise the flexibility 
recommended by the European 


Commission on Human Rights.

‘Motivated by our faith’ 


Padre Hidalgo Center 
serves Spanish-speaking

In the year 1531, Juan Diego told 
the bishop of the new diocese of 
Mexico City that the Blessed Virgin 
had appeared to him on a hill called 
Tepeyac. 

According to tradition, she asked 
that a church be built on the spot, and 
she sent roses to the bishop through 
Diego; when he presented the flowers 
to the bishop, the image of Mary was 
imprinted on the mantle in which he 
had carried them. 


THE MANTLE is still preserved at 
the modern shrine of Guadalupe atop 
Tepeyac. And in 1910 Pope St. Pius X 
proclaimed Our Lady of Guadalupe 
patroness of Latin America. 


On September 16, 1810, Padre 
Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla launched 
the long struggle for Mexican 
independence with the cry, “Long live 
Our Lady of Guadalupe!” 


A ragged army of 50,000 Indians 
and peasants followed him from the 
little parish church of Dolores in the 
state of Guanajuato, but after a few 
brief successes, the febellion was 
crushed. Padre Hidalgo was exe- 
cuted less than nine months later. 


BOTH PADRE HIDALGO and Our — 


Lady of Guadalupe have always 
figured prominently in the Mexican 
heritage. And it is fitting that the 
Department of Hispanic Ministry of 
Catholic Community Services, which 
reaches out to the Spanish-speaking 
of our diocese through the Padre 
Hidalgo Center, also helped 
coordinate the observances this past 
Sunday in honor of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. 


The Padre Hidalgo Center-on 
National Avenue, in the Logan 
Heights barrio, develops and 
implements a wide range of programs 
to help Hispanics exercise leadership 
roles within the Church and in the 
community. 


The center is directed by Commu- 
nity of the Holy Spirit. Sister Sara 
Murrieta and is primarily concerned 
with filling in for the shortage of 
Spanish-speaking priests and Sisters 
in the San Diego diocese. 


The heart of the center’s program is 
a school of ministries, which offers 
courses in Scripture, theology, 


“sociology, and psychology. Also 


offered are courses in reaching out to 
youth, people who cannot read, 
effective audio-visual and communi- 
cations techniques, and baptismal 
preparation for parents. 


The majority of the people studying 
at the center are already involved 
heavily in their own parishes, said 
Sister Sara, who stressed that the 
center is training them for the work of 
the parish itself, and in support of the 
pastor. 


THE SPANISH-SPEAKING Catho- 
lics, most of whom are either 
Mexican-Americans or recent arrivals 
from Mexico, present a special 
pastoral problem to the Church over 
and above the simple fact there are 
not. enough priests and Sisters who 
are themselves fluent in Spanish, 
noted Sister Sara. 


“Many of our people haven’t seen 
the Church as a whole, as a totality in 
their lives,” she said. “They are 
comfortable with going to Mass, with 
receiving the sacraments, with 
getting married in the Church and 
having their children baptized. That’s 
enough for many of them.” 


The vision Sister Sara hopes to 
impart through the center is that of 
the larger Church, the teaching 
Church, and how it can be integrated 
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both into the-daily life of the Catholic 
and into the values which are the 
mark of a just and equal society. 


STRESS |S PUT in papal and other 
Church documents, said Sister Sara, 
“because when the pope is speaking 
of human rights, unemployment or 
problems of migration, we have to 
look deep inside ourselves to see the 
answer.” 


The study of biblical, magisterial, 
and scriptural resources, said Sister 
Sara, can help people respond to the 
challenges and difficulties of their life 
situation, to the very reality which 
surrounds them. 


And the economic, political, and 
ideological realities. for many of the 
Spanish-speaking, notes Sister Sara, 
are those of the have-nots. She has 
identified many of the problems that 
constitute reality for Hispanics in San 
Diego: - 

© Economic reality—Low salary, 
high unemployment, poverty, heavy, 
laborious and menial work, long and 
extra work days, inadequate housing. 


® Political reality— Migration of the 
undocumented, youth gangs, discri- 
mination, lack of civic and social 
participation, non-unionized work, 
and large, young families. 


© Ideological reality — Little educa- 
tion, the limitations of English as a 
second language, drugs, conflict of 
cultures, and varying moods of 
fatalism and inferiority. 


Sister Sara’s goal, once people 
have been made aware of the 
limitations they face, “is to do 
something about them, but motivated 
by our faith.” And the Padre Hidalgo 
Center addresses these problems 
directly, training people who will then 
volunteer to serve their parish 
communities as a liaison between the 
Spanish-speaking and the rest of the 
community, to provide referral and 
advocacy services, and in the area of 
religious education. 


The center also coordinates the 
pastoral plan for the Spanish- 
speaking: monthly meetings are held 
by the vicar for the Spanish-speaking, 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, 
with groups of interested priests, 
religious, and laity who work among 
the Hispanics. 


SPANISH-LANGUAGE and Mexi- 
can-American cultural awareness 
workshops sponsored by the Padre 
Hidalgo Center offer five-week 
summer courses for diocesan 
personnel to facilitate bilingual and 
bicultural communication between 
the English- and Spanish-speaking 
persons. Since 1971, 200 persons 
have participated. 

Parents interested in bettering the 
education of their children or in 
tutoring their children are also 
assisted by the center. 


Job skills are critical to the 
Spanish-speaking in San Diego, and 
the Padre Hidalgo Center offers a 
number of programs in English as a 
second language, administrative and 
clerical skills. One such program, at 
the Harbor View Adult School, is 
designed to help Latin American 
women who had never worked 
outside of their own homes before 
and who are. suddenly forced to 
provide for their families. 


The center also provides counsel- — 


ing services and workshops for 
successful employment interviews. 
But many of the job-related programs 
receive their funding from the federal 
government, and Sister Sara ex- 
pressed her concern about proposed 
cuts in CETA programs scheduled for 
next year. 


Pope’s encyclical called 


‘very personal’ document 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II's second encyclical is a “very 
personal” document, originally 
produced by hand in the pope’s 
native Polish, according to the head 
of Vatican Radio. 


Jesuit Father Roberto Tucci, 
director of the radio station, 
presented the encyclical, Dives in 
Misericordia (Rich in Mercy), Dec. 2 
at a press conference in the Vatican. 


HE PREDICTED THAT the new 
encyclical would receive praise from 
literary figures “as one would expect 
from someone who proved his 
creative capabilities in the not-so- 
distant past in the areas of poetry and 
drama.” 


But, Father Tucci added, the pope’s 
style “can be fully appreciated only 
by those who know his mother 
tongue well.” 


L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
newspaper, published on Dec. 2 
seWeral pictures of the original 
handwritten document, showing 


various corrections made by the 
pope. 


“After the first draft of the 
encyclical the Holy Father introduced 
to the text, for the second draft, 
various corrections and additions,” 
said one photo caption. 


FATHER TUCCI said that the 
second encyclical is “intimately 
linked” with Pope John Paul’s first 
encyclical, Redemptor Hominis 
(Redeemer of Man), and could be 
considered a second section of the 
first encyclical. 


“In the total vision of John Paul Il, _ 


man cannot be understood in his 
fullness and depth if not in Christ, or 
better if not in God as Jesus has 
revealed Him.” 


The two sections, as represented 
by the encyclicals, ‘‘are the dignity of 
man and the mercy of God,” Father 
Tucci added. “Man is seen in his 
human dignity, God is seen in His 
mercy, that is in that love which is 
more powerful than‘death, sin, and 
every evil.”

Soviet may legalize 
Ukrainian-Rite Church 


ROME (NC)—The Soviet Union 
“can no longer ignore” the existence 
of the Ukrainian-Rite Catholic 
Church and may be willing to legalize 
its status. accordina to a Ukrainian- 
Rite bishop. 

Bishop. Andrew Sapelak of the 
Ukrainian-Rite Diocese of Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, estimated that there 
are between five and six million 
Ukrainian-Rite Catholics in the Soviet 


Ukraine, although the Church was ~~ 


officially abolished in the Soviet 
Union at a 1946 synod convened by 
the communists after all Ukrainian- 
Rite bishops had been imprisoned. 


At a recent synod in Rome, the 
Ukrainian-Rite bishops repudiated 
the 1946 Sobor of Lvov, which 
proclaimed null and void the 
Ukrainian-Rite Catholic Church’s 
union with the Holy See. 


“A sobor or synod with which our 
Church broke its holy union with the 
Apostolic See of Rome never 
happened, and the so-called Sobor of 
Lvov of 1946 did not have and does 
not have anything in common with 
our Ukrainian Church, which 
continues to remain a faithful 
member of the universal Church,” 
said a declaration: approved by the 
bishops at the recent synod.

Teen sexuality statistics 


HELENA, Mont. (NC) —Citing 
“dismal” statistics on teen-age 
pregnancy and promiscuity, Bishop 
Elden F. Curtiss of Helena has 
released a pastoral letter emphasiz- 
ing the need for church-sponsored 
education in human sexuality. 


He said the Helena diocese will 
“begin developing sexuality education — 
programs geared to the early grades 


through high school. 


- IN A SEPARATE interview with the 
WestMont Word, newspaper of the 
Helena diocese, Bishop Curtiss also 


said that he purposely used the term 


“education in sexuality” to denote a 
broader view than is often associated 
with “sex.education.”

But he noted that parents are not 
doing their job because they “find it — 
too embarrassing to speak frankly 
with their children about sexuality.” | 


HE CONTINUED, ‘‘This has 
created a vacuum which leaves 
young people without guidance and 
parameters. The results are increas-- 
ingly dismal statistics.” 

Young people are guided instead 
by instincts and peer pressure, said 
Bishop Curtiss, and are “exploited by 


-adult entrepreneurs of free sex and 


erotic pleasure.” He added that. 
solutions such as artificial contracep- 
tion and abortion offered by 
organizations such as Planned | 
Parenthood never get to “the root of 
the crisis.” . 


. Courses in public schools are often 


“pragmatic and secular” and tell 


students how to avoid pregnancy and 
how to end a pregnancy once it 
occurs, .but they offer nothing about 
the religious and moral values which 
underlie a wholesome sexuality, he 
stated. 


IN THE DOCUMENT, Bishop 
Curtiss also reaffirmed the Church’s 
traditional teaching of chastity, which 
he called “an essential personal and 
social value.” 


Chastity, he wrote, “is the only way 
for Christian youth to live with 
freedom and integrity in modern 
society, and it will always be so.” 


Christian educators have the task 
of, convincing youth of the positive 
value that comes from sexual 
abstinence before marriage. 


“TO PROCLAIM the priority of 
chastity and self-control in sex 
education is- to buck the current 
tide—it is surely not a popular 
message in contemporary society,” 
wrote Bishop Curtiss. “But this is the 
only way that we as the people of God 
will be able to help our young people 
come to appreciate and value their 
own sexuality.” 
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Neutral words for Father 
‘theologically weak, abstract’ 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (NC)—While it 


_is true that God is neither male nor 


female, if a neutral phrase such as 
“God the Creator” is substituted for 
“God the Father,” the result could be 
language that is theologically weak 
and too abstract, according to 
Archbishop Rembert G. Weakland of 
Milwaukee, chairman: of the .U.S. 


. Bishops’ Committee on Liturgy.” 


It would be better to search for and 
use a personal name for God so as to 
retain the warmth and theology of 
personal relationship, he suggested. 
“In trying to avoid titles that are 
specifically masculine (or feminine), 
such as king, ruler, and the like, one 
runs the risk of substituting words 
that are not adequate,” Archbishop 
Weakland said. 


“THE WORD ‘CREATOR’ simply 
does not convey the personal warmth 


of the word ‘father,’” he said. “If such. 


cold ‘Aristotelian’ words are substitu- 
ted, much of.value is lost in 
establishing a close, personal, and 
warm relationship with God. Here | 
feel a caution is in order, lest we 
correct one aspect and lose the great 
richness of our tradition in doing so.” 


- Archbishop Weakland, who as 
liturgy committee chairman success- 
fully urged the bishops at their recent 
meeting to approve the removal of 
some sexist language from the 
consecratory of the Mass, said his 
committee has never discussed the 
topic of changing the terminology for 
God and probably would not in the 
near future. 


But to those working on the 
translation of the lectionary (book of 
scriptural readings for liturgy), he 
suggested that consideration be 


given to history and the theological - 


implications of relationship. 


(THE DIVISION of Education and 


Ministry of the National Council of . 


Churches recently voted to create a 
new lectionary eliminating sexist 
references to God, Jesus, Holy Spirit, 
and human beings.) 


(A task force has been appointed to 
prepare the changes. The Catholic 
Church is not a member of the 
National Council of Churches.) 


In trying to avoid the concept of 
God as exclusively male, Archbishop 
Weakland said, people tend to place 
God in a category of neuter because 
there are no other categories. 


That is “unfortunate,” he said. “The 
words ‘father’ and ‘son’ say more than 
just two people; they establish also a 
concept of relationship between two 
people that is of deep theological 
importance. Calling the Father 
‘Creator’ and the Son ‘Reedemer’ 
does not say the-same thing about 


_their relationship.” ° 


HE NOTED THAT when Jesus calls 
His Father Abba (meaning Daddy, the 
archbishop said), a sense of personal 
relationship to one lovedis conveyed. 
“This should not be lost in translation, 
lest a very important—both theo- 
logical as well as existential —aspect 
of our being as Christian is weak- 


“ened.” 


Hence, it is important that people 
become accustomed to using a 
personal name for God, Archbishop 
Weakland maintained. “The Old 
Testament name of Yahweh might 
serve, but out of respect to our Jewish 
friends who do not, out of reverence, 
pronounce that name, | would 
hesitate to suggest it.” 


The word Adonai that is used in 
Judaism instead is too unfamiliar to 
us and does not seem appropriate, he 
said. “Until a clear solution appears 
on the horizon, | feel we should tread 
gently,” he said. 

ANOTHER CONSIDERATION, he 
said, should be the need to respect 
history. “It cannot be changed or 
altered and must remain history. 


There are many passages in both Old 
and New Testaments that come out of 
the cultural circumstances of those 
times, and this simply must be 
accepted as such.” 


Attempts to alter that situation, he 
believes, “would result in subjective 
tampering with history, rewriting it as 
suits our present concerns. 


“For this reason, there will be no 
substitute for good exegetical 
explanations of the meaning of the 
original texts,” he said. It is a different 
question, however, to discuss the 
proclamation of those texts in a 
liturgical situation, he said, as well as 
the writing or translating ‘of non- 
biblical liturgical texts. The use of 
biblical texts in liturgy does * not 
always correspond to the historical or 
philosophical exegesis and has 
therefore enjoyed its own set of 
norms and rules. 


THIS WAS the consideration, he 
explained, when Pope Paul VI asked 
during Vatican Il .that imprecatory 
passages (passages calling. for 
curses) be omitted from psalms when 
they are publicly recited. The pope. 
did so out of a long tradition of 
sensitivity to words or ideas in prayer 
that would shock people or result in 
bad catechesis, Archbishop Weak- 
land said. > 


“We need a deeper analysis of this 
principle and its application,” he said, 
“so that falsification does not take 
place and that the basic message of 
the text is communicated.”

archbishop, who has been apostolic 
nuncio to Argentina for the past six 
years, was secretary at the apostolic 
delegation in Washington from 1954 
to 1961. 


“HE TRAVELED about the country 
a good bit. and knows it well,” said 
Msgr. Robert J. Hagarty, pastor of St. 
Norbert parish in Northbrook, Ill, 
who was on the staff of the delegation 
from 1956 to 1961. 


Expressing dislike for the terms 
“liberal” and “conservative,” Msgr. 


Hagarty described Archbishop Laghi - 


as theologically “orthodox” and said:

For today’s youth, according to 
Faust, the value of sports remains the

‘Ordinary People’ out of the ordinary

It’s hard to find a perfect film these 


days, but there’s one playing in town. 


now that is quite good: Ordinary 
People. | highly recommend the 
movie to adults; the subject matter is 
not for young children. 


In Ordinary People, a family (Calvin 
and Beth Jarrett, played by Donald 
Sutherland and Mary Tyler-Moore) is 
trying to pull out of the tragedy of 


losing their older son in a boat. 


accident. The younger son, Conrad 
(played by Timothy Hutton), feels 
guilty for having survived when his 
brother died. He has tried to commit 
suicide and has just been released 
from a psychiatric facility when the 
story opens. 


THE MOTHER, a shallow woman 
who loved the older son more, cannot 
forgive the younger son for being 
alive when her favorite son has died. 
The father is pulled in two directions — 
by his love for his wife and his desire 
to help his son. The audience is in the 
position of seeing what is wrong and 
being unable to do anything about it 
except by pledging to try to 
understand other people a little more 
in their own lives. 


The acting of the principals in the 
film, including the son’s psychiatrist, 
is superb and should lead undoubt- 
edly to Academy Award nominations. 
This is the first film that actor Robert 
Redford has directed, and it proves he 
is truly a man of many talents—he 
does a fine job. 


Ordinary People is a serious film. 
One wishes that these ordinary 
people had had some experience of 
God in their loves and lives. They did

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John Lennon: the man, — 
his music, his vision —

Millions of fans around the world 
mourned. the death of John Lennon 
this past Sunday with a 10-mintue 
prayer vigil. Flags flew at half staff. 
Radio stations were silent. Candles 
were lit. An entire generation had 
been deeply touched by the music of 
the ex-Beatle who was gunned down 
on a New York City street two weeks 
ago. 


There is no doubt that the Beatles 
had a tremendous impact on the 
mood of the last half of the 20th 
century,.in its values and the vision 
many people had of the future. With 
fellow Beatles Ringo Starr, Paul 
McCartney, and George ‘Harrison, 
Lennon must be counted as a major 
force in contemporary music. 


BUT WAS HE worth both the 
money he commanded and the fuss at 
his death? And-what impact ‘did he 
have on the quality of our music, both 


searching after a utopia. That was his 
great gift to us as a musician, and one 
you simply can’t put a price tag on.” 


Father Reveles strongly disagrees 
with a statement of Sister Jane Marie 
Perrot, music consultant to the 
National Association of Pastoral 
Musicians. Interviewed the day 
following Lennon’s death, Sister 
Perrot stated that the Beatles’ music 
“affected what we did in folk music in 


“church after the Second Vatican 


Council.” 


Father Reveles does not question 
Sister Perrot’s stand that the Beatles 
were among “the earliest ones to 
address questions like social justice, 
peace...things that were more real 
and realistic’ than “June, moon 
spoon,” but he does question 
whether what passes for folk musicin 
the Church today really is what it 
claims to be, and whether the Beatle 
influence is felt in the Sunday liturgy.

“The influence of the Beatles © 


simply cannot be ignored,” said 
Father Nicolas Reveles, diocesan 


“director of music. “Everything written 


in the pop or rock vein must be said to 
be derivative of their music. They 
took the new rock of the ’50s and did 
incredible things with it.” 


Father Reveles sees the Beatles 
fulfilling much the same role as Bach 
did for his time, almost 350 years 
before. “Bach looked back on 150 
years of Baroque music and culmin- 
ated it. And the mature music of the 
Beatles is more than just entertain- 
ment, it is an art form.” 


BUT THE IMPACT of John Lennon 
and the Beatles goes much deeper 
than simply that of their music, says 
Father Reveles. “Goethe said that 
music is a moral force, and this is 
especially true of the Beatles. They 
were prophetic...they had a vision of 
love and brotherhood. 


“And John Lennon’s great gift to us 
was his music, his lyrics, his dream. It 
was an unfulfilled dream, but he 
offered it to a whole generation and 
they accepted it,” he said. 


But Lennon’s dream was an elusive 
one, said Father Reveles. “He founda 
certain solace in describing a-world 
for young people that wasn’t to be. 
And a lot of his lyrics are purposely 
ambiguous, so that we-can interpret 
them for ourselves.” 


IF PAUL McCARTNEY was the . 


“consummate entertainer” of the 
Beatles, said Father Reveles, John 
Lennon was the thinker. “There is 
great depth to his lyrics, and he was 


“| REALLY DIFFER with her thatthe 
Beatles were all that influential in our 
liturgical music. If anyone has had an 
impact on the kind of contemporary 
music we sing in church today, it 
would be Simon and Garfunkel, the 


_Kingston Trio, and the early Joan 


Baez or Judy Collins.” 


Church .music has always been 
structurally behind the times, said 
Father Reveles, with developments in 
secular music always preceding it. 
‘“‘Mozart and Haydn were very 
advanced in their sonatas and 
symphonies, but their church music 
tends to predate them by 30 or 40 
years. They were purposefully 
conservative. And in the so-called 
folk music genre, we see the same 
thing happening.” 


What passes for folk music in the 
Church today, noted Father Reveles, 
is “easy listening music, what could 
be called singspiration.” This is true, 
he said, even of music which comes 
from the St. Louis Jesuits, the 
Damiens, or North American Liturgy 
Resources. 


“THE MUSIC OF the Beatles was 
challenging. It demanded that we 
listen to it, much as the’ Gospel 
demands that we hear it and react to 
it, with commitment and- devotion. 
But much of what we hear as folk 
music in Church today is really 
entertainment. ‘It is pretty, not 
challenging. And if the Beatles’ music 
was anything, it was challenging.” 


Good music, and above all, good 
liturgical music, must not only 
challenge us, said Father Reveles, it 
“must support the challenge by its 
very nature and-composition. And 
that is what the music of John Lennon 
really means to us.”
